Gallic camaraderie 


Fifteen years ago, I first mar- 
velled at the cheekiness of Ste. 
Catherine Street, the Gallic ca- 
maraderie of Rue St. Denis, pas- 
sionate separatists sitting and 
arguing outside Longeuil cafe- 
bars and the sensuality of north- 
side Haitian clubs. Maybe Cana- 
da could be more than a bunch 
of shopping malls strung along 
the length of the American bor- 
der. 

The city has long been caught 
in the crossfire between the birth 
of a new nation and the need to 
survive in the old. 

On the eve of the referen- 
dum, there are only a few Asian 
tourists with maple leaf flags tak- 
ing pictures of each other on St. 
Denis. 

Five years ago onSt. Jean Bap- 
tiste Day, the weekend Meech 
Lake collapsed, Longeuil’s main 
square was packed for a teary- 
eyed rendition of gens du pays. 
Today, a couple of drunks are 
shivering on a park bench and 
arguing about the Les Canadiens. 

Everywhere, the buckled side- 
walks are a menace to the elderly 
and anyone else who doesn't pick 
their feet up when they walk. 

The old Simpson’s down- 
town, with its boarded windows, 
doors and elegant canopies drip- 
ping rust, stands out from the 
other abandoned stores only be- 
cause of its size. 

And below downtown in Ver- 
dun, the tiny terraced houses are 


the closest you'll come to Coro- 
nation Street this side of the At- 
lantic. 

With Jacques Parizeau spew- 
ing the anti-semitic codewords 
“money and ethics," it's hard to 
give much credit to the rational- 
ity of separatist arguments. 

But they're right in their as- 
sertion the result is in political 
terms a tie, not a victory for fed- 
eralism. It means months and 
years more of a hopeless stand- 
off. A standoff which hurts Can- 
ada, but strangles Quebec. 

Quebec's perpetual dissatis- 
faction is punching a hole in the 
fabric of the country, causing 
Ralph Klein and most of his first 
minister colleagues to salivate at 
the expectation of tearing off 
some more of the country's good- 
ies for themselves. 

One wonders at the premier's 


grand delusion that somehow an 
underpopulated landlocked 
province with straight line bor- 
ders drawn by some federal bu- 
reaucrat and all of 90 years histo- 
ry could merit the powers of an 
independent kingdom. 
Continued sacrifice of powers 
to the provinces will never satisfy 
Quebec and can only hasten the 
day when we involuntarily turn 
in our passports for some unde- 
fined and unsatisfactory affilia- 
tion with the American empire. 


Bilingual Canada 


Theprovincial obsession with 
equality is a ridiculous perver- 
sion of Trudeau's noble but un- 
realistic vision of a strong, bilin- 
gual Canada in which equal sta- 
tus for French and English would 
be guaranteed anywhere in the 


country. 

In that imaginary Canada, 
there would be no need for Que- 
bec to defend francophone iden- 
tity, because that dualism would 
be entrenched not just in each 
province, but in every one of us. 

What we have instead is one 
francophone province, one al- 
most bilingual province and 
eight anglophone provinces. 
Imagine if the numbers and roles 
were reversed, and you were part 
of a solid English-speaking block 
of 25 per cent of the population 
in a francophone-dominated 
country, next door to the most 
powerful francophone country 
in the world. Would you agree to 
be represented as just one prov- 
ince out of 10, no matter how 
"decentralized" the country? I 
doubt it.

Neil Baptiste 
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Wiseman increases solo career focus

ruth is, if given the chance 

to spend a couple of weeks 
hanging out in New York, the 
last thing 1" want to do is hang 
around my hotel room waiting 
to do a phone interview. 

I suspect Bob Wiseman, 
former Blue Rodeo keyboardist 
and an accomplished producer 
and solo artist, feels the same, 
although heis far too gracious to 
even imply he has better things 
to do. 

On the phone to discuss his 
fifth and latest album, Acciden- 
tally Acquired Beliefs, Wiseman 
wasin New Yorkto perform three 
shows. 


Remote setting 


Accidentally Acquired Beliefs 
was recorded last winter in the 
country home Wiseman recent- 
ly bought near Ontario's Six Na- 
tions Indian Reserve. The combi- 
nation of the remote setting and 
the cold Canadian winter in- 
spired him to slow down and 
take his time with the record. 

"| usually haven't been able 
to give my own work the same 
kind of time that I give other 
people's work who hire me to 
produce their record or to d o the 
soundtrack work I do for film 
and TV," he explains. 

"On this record what was dif- 
ferent was I was able to give my 
work much more attention, and 


so go over things over and over 
until I thought they had made 
the best picture." 

Painstaking attention to de- 
tail has become something of a 
trademark quality for Wiseman, 
who admits recordings that at- 
tempt to capture a live feel hold 
little appeal for him. 

"To me, live recording is not 
what interests me at all. A lot of 
musicians think that live record- 
ing is the thing but I don't have 
any examples of live recording 
that are timeless to me or that 
blow my mind. 

"To me the whole thing is 
about trying to make what you 
do live and what you do on record 
both work. 

"The reason it's so good live 
is because it's interesting to see 
how they deliver it. In the stu- 
dio, the idea is to be objective 
and listen and listen to find the 
most intense way of doing it." 

That commitment to perfec- 
tion made Wiseman a widely- 
sought after producer for various 
projects, including a recent one 
that saw him paired with Daniel 
Lanois to work on music for an 
upcoming episode of The X-Files. 

"It was a really interesting 
experience. Daniel Lanois is such 
a character, and it's always eye- 
opening to be around someone 
who's celebrated in such a large 
way. Whetherthey do things that 
are ordinary or extraordinary, it's 
always exciting to be around the 
magic." 

Although he has worked with 
numerous artists, Wiseman re- 
serves his most generous praise 


for local artist Kathleen Year- 
wood, whose album he worked 
on last year. 

"She's one of the greatest art- 
ists in Canada — she's even on 
this new record, although I don't 
think she knows it yet."

The band won a CASBY for Song 
of the Year and earned a best 
video nomination at the Much- 
Music awards. 


Second platter 


Now that the band has re- 
leased its second platter, Kicking 
in the Water, one would think 
pressure would be on the band 
members (bassist Eric Howden, 
drummer Tim McDonald, gui- 
tarist Jud Ruhl, guitarist/singer 
Paul Jago and guitarist Brian 
Ward) to entrench themselves as 
a solid Canadian act or face the 
Bootsauce-dwindle-into-obscuri- 
ty phenomenon.

I’m more focussed 
on getting the music off the 
ground. I still enjoy cranking it 
up in a club. I'm finding a bal- 
ance in it all." e.
